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Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 7, filed August 6, 2004, have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
Claims 1-7 remain pending. 

Originally filed figures 1-7 (sheets 1-4) were acceptable as filed. Applicants 
proposed changes to figures 1-3, filed August 6, 2004 are approved.

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 (b) as being anticipated by Helberg. 

Firstly, the recitation "of an air pressure steel jar of a paint ball gun" is considered 
a statement of intended use bearing no patentable weight. 

The patent to Helberg discloses, in figure 3 foe example, "a valve configuration... 
comprising a steel jar (read at fuel tank 5), a valve (casing b) and a valve needle (valve 
stem 33 and head 36a), the valve and valve needle are assembled by rotary joint (at 
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threaded stem portion 34); a through hole (port 36) located in the valve (casing b) 
positioned in a lateral aspect of the valve needle (33, 36a) communicating with an 
interior of the steel jar (tank 5); wherein the through hole (port 36) has an aperture size 
corresponding to a displacement of the valve needle (because the cross section of the 
stem portion 33 is equal to the inner diameter of the bore of the valve casing b, as the 
stem wall reciprocates within the cross section area of the port 36 presented to the 
interior of the casing, the cross section of the flow passage is varied dependent on the 
relative positions of the stem and the port) thereby adjusting the pressure thereof as 
recited. 

Claims 1-6 are allowed.
